Under the frightful headlines "Divi- 


sion of County may be Delayed Awhile 


A law Long Overlooked that Pro- 


vides for the Collection of Taxes May 
Herve to Alter Plans of Enthusiasts— 
N'o flash on Call for Xew County" the 
Han Berdoo Moon last. Sunday pub- 
lished a supposed-to-be telegram from 
Han Diego which states that an over- 
looked law has been discovered which 
will keep the proposed new couiity of 
Palomar from getting any taxes t.lll 
next year. 


The article Is a clumsy attempt to 


beat Pomona county over 
Palomar 


county's shoulders. 
The 
law 
men- 


tioned Is Section .'{975 of the Political 
Code and reads as follows: 
"Collec- 


tion of old taxes when county Is di- 
vided or boundary altered. 
When a 


county Is divided or the boundary Is 
altered, all taxes levied before the di- 
vision was made or boundary changed 
must be collected by the officers of 
arid belong to the eotinty In which the 
territory was situated before the dl 
vision or change." 


So much for Section 3975. 
It was 


enacted March 12, 1872. 
It. held In 


force at the time of the formation of 
Riverside county and Orange county. 
Those counties were formed 
under 


special acts of the legislature. 
This 


Is not the case now. At present coun- 
ties are formed by a uniform 
law 


which was passed in the last session 
of the. legislature. 


Section Hi of this new county divi- 


sion law makes some- interesting read- 
Ing on Ibis subject. 
It follows: 


"Sec. 
10. After the creation of a 


new county as herein provided Its of- 
ficers shall proceed to complete all 
proceedings necessary for the assess- 
ment or collection of the state and 
county taxes for the then current year 
and all acts and steps 
theretofore 


token by the officers of the old county 
or counties prior to the creation of 
the new county shall be deemed and 
taken as having been performer! by 
the officers of the new county for the 
benefit of the new county; and upon 
the creation of the new county It shall 
be the duty, of the officers of tho old 
county or counties to immediately exe- 
cute and deliver to the hoard of super- 
visors of such new county copies of all 
aBsesnttieniB or other•' proceedings rel- 
ative to the assessment and collection 
of the current state and county taxes 
of property In such new county. Such 
copies shall be fllod with the respect- 
ive officers of the new county who 
would have the custody of the same 
If the proceeding had been originally 
bad in the new county and such certi- 
fied copies shall be taken and deemed 
as originals, and original proceedings 
In the new county, and all proceed- 
ings therein recited shall be taken and 
deemed as original proceedings In the 
new county, and shall have the same 
effect as If the proceedings therein 
stated had been had at the 
proper 


time and In the proper manner by the 
respective officials of the new county,

Imperial, California, Nov. 11.—To 


the Editors of the San 
Bernardino 


"Sun" and the Pomona "Progress": 


It seems that, as an exponent of the 


Interests of Imperial county, without 
my own volition, I am being put in 
the position of holding up 
Imperial 


county as an "awful example" of the 
evil of creating new counties. 


Knowing your districts so well as 


I do, I naturally have great Interest in 
your campaign, but without any dispo- 
sition-to become a partisan. The fact 
which prompts me now to write you 
Is that'I feel that Imperial county is 
being put in a rather bad. light, and 
unjustly, by the controversy now on in 
your district. 


Under these circumstances you will 


undoubtedly be willing to publish this 
statement of conditions here. 


With a population of about 
10.000 


persons A year ago, Imperial valley 
has for CO clays been adding from 75 
to 100 persons a day to its population, 
•which is now about 18,000. 


These people live on land most of 


•which is not yet patented, and conse- 
quently with 830,000,000 worth of prop- 
erty there is subject to taxation but 
about $3,500,000, principally personal 
property. 
The fact that the county is being 


built up so rapidly, requiring invest- 
ments in roads, bridges, etc., was one 
of the reasons why the Supervisors de- 
cided to levy a high tax rate for this 
year. 
Another < reason was the 
fact 


that for a time it was In doubt 
•whether the new county would recover 
from San Diego county the 
money 


which had already been paid Into the 
treasury of that county by the resi- 
dents of the new county. 


In spite of these facts, there were 


very many of us who felt, and still 
feel, that a levy of $4.25 was far be- 
yond the needs of the county, giving 
it a revenue for the year of about 
$149,000, which for a county of the 
thirty-sixth class leaves wide latitude 
in public works. 


In making the tax levy, the question 


was not so much regarding the cost 
of maintaining the county as it was 
the amount the people of the county 
could afford to invest in public works 
to accommodate the thousands of peo- 
ple who are coming to the valley to 
make their homes. Of course this wa.-i 
a matter of opinion in which we could 
disagree honorably, and the 
Super- 


visors took a more liberal view of the 
matter than a good many of the in- 
habitants of this valley would' have 
done.

levy of this county is no criterion in

at a cost of 39.8 cents per 100 pounds, 
while the cost on a grain ration was 
00.5 cents.

and 15.2 per cent more butter, but 
comparison of the price of feeds show- 
ed a large balance In fuvor of the cow- 
poa ration.
